It was nut until my second voyage, in 
1817. that I discovered the head of a 
Co/os«u«, much larger than that of Mem* 
non. 
It was of granite, and formed out 
of a single block— it measurea of itself 
ten feet from the neck to the top of the 
mitre, with which tho head iscovcred. 
— It is in excellent preservation ¡ tbe 
poliiih is still as fine, as if it juat came 
from the hands of the aiatuary. 


After this, 1 resumed the.wajr to N u­ 
bia, where ao many hard trials awaited 
mo.

walls are every-where covered with hi-

we have { and are as ft ash, as if tbr y had 
been only just put on. 
But the finest 
antique in this place, is iu tha principal 
chaiubcr. It ia a aaicopbtgus, formed
